The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as 
setting a computer setting in relation to the window scaling factor, used to change the 
amount of data a sender can send on a particular connection before it gets an 
acknowledgment back from the receiver, whereas subcombination II includes 
negotiating an options specific to encryption and the IPSec protocol, wherein the 
negotiation is performed based on prediction. See MPEP § 806.05(d).

Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 
1 .
